Although many of the camfones are In a poor state ot repair { It de 
pends entirely upon the Initiative of the owner), there arc a number 
of buses which are rather luxurious.

The "First Class" 
camfones are comfortably fitted, generally having overstutted seats 
with elegant drapes and shades over the windows. A neon sign on the 
front ot the coach tells the waiting passengers when the seats are 
tilled. The driver watches his load very carctully and when the scats 
are all occupied, he turns on the neon sign which reads " COMPLETO ". 
When this sign Is lighted, no one can board becavsc standees arc not 
allowed. It Is a different story, however, on the second class buses 
which tollow along behind the others on all routes. On these, even It 
they are jammed, you may hang on by one toot and one hand. It all de** 
pends on you* 

Ride Second Class tor Color 

The Interurban tranvias also otter tirst and second class transpor- 
tation* First class passengers ride In the tirst car while the second 
class passengers must ride on the second car, or trailer. Second class 
passengers usually consist ot laborers, peons, and peddlers who carry 
whatever they are selling on their backs, or perhaps city dwellers who 
ere riding second class to save money to spend on a shopping trip, or 
they may be farmers from a rancho at the edge ot the cityj Many Inter- 
esting sights untold on this trailer. You may meet up with an Indian 
having twenty-five live, squawking turkeys strung around h|s neck or 
you may squeeze In beside several peons toting live, squealing pigs by 
Ihelr hind legs. Sefioras with their goods tor the markets, their sugar 
cane, thefr pots and homemade scrapes, thetr tomatoes, also crowd on 
the second class carriages on their way to the market place* The noise 
Ts terrific* In tact, the clang ot the trolley Is sometimes superflu" 
ous because ot the clatter of this bedlam on wheels* 

Hansom Cabs and Ford Motors 

Mcxlco'^s other cities have colorful transportation, too* In Guada- 
lajara, Mexico's second largest city, streetcars have been discontin- 
ued since lest September. (!944) Their camlones arc similar to the

I have not had d very adv'^nturoos career, I was' In the London, Mld»* 
land, & Scottish Railway service for thirty years. Started collecting 
tokens In 1926 with a "Buffalo” token, and until that time was unaware

I now have 4 ICO Transport Tokens, end have had many pleasant hours, 
and have made many friends In conjunction with my token collecting ac- 
tivities, I helped Mr, Kenworfhy compile the first list. Previous to 
that time the Transportation Token collecting planet was In a state of 
chaos, I still have one of t he ,p,i'lglh 4 1 lists, ^ 

Looking back, to what may be’ called the "Ancestors” of today^s mod- 
ern trams, we find a form of Public transportation In Paris, France In 
1662 which operated on rails. In 1832 the New York & Haarlem Railroad 
appeared. In 1853 a tramway was put Into operatlofi In Paris, The year 
I860 brought to the streets of Birkenhead a quaint (from today's point 
of view) vehicle which resembled a Noah's Ark, on wheels; horse drawn. 
Judging by the metal passes they were Introduced Into Europe by George 
Francis Train, an American, Others were soon started In the Provincial 
Towns but were eliminated In I86t as a menace to traffic, owing to the 
raised rails. These were known as "Train's Patent" Street Railways, In 
1870 the BOOM came In tramways and they were built In London and thru- 
out the Provinces, 

If you could visit me you would see In my collection such tokens as 
the Earle's token of Rat hmlnes , I re land — 3d — I6mm — In silver — with 
Queen Victoria's head on the reverse. Other British Omnibus tokens of 
the era 1850-59 from Sheffield, Glasglow, Liverpool, etc,, etc. And 4 
varieties of the "Train's Patent" tokens of 1873 from Geneva, Switzer- 
land. As In America; tramways here In England are rapidly being super- 
seded by petro l-powcfed buses,

It was number one of a collecfton of about 3,000 Transportation 
Tokens, Number two, a Lou ! s v| I I e Ra I I way Company School Ticket (SiOHH) 
was found on a Louisville street* The two; were merely a part ot a tic 
coir, collection until 15 years ago, when a purchase of tokens on a Kan- 
sas Gif'' street car resulted In faor different Kansas City tokens, all 
current at that time. 

A series of visits to the company's offices soon put that number up 
lo SCO. Their files contained many envelopes full ot obsolete tokens, 
such as Hutchinson 450B, & C., and Albuquerque 40B. With material like 
that tor trading, the co 1 1 ect Ion grew rapidly. C>urlng the war period, 
service men tilled Kansas City's fare boxes with tokens from alt over 
the U. S, A,, and a sprinkling from tAexIco and Canada, ~ gravy for the 
token co Hector. 

A trip to Italy, In 1946, afforded the pleasure of meeting Mr & Mrs 
B, Morganthau In New York, on both the going and return trips.

The clue that led me to believe the LTB token was ot Minnesota ori- 
gin was the tact that 1 knew two conductors who each had one. Finally, 

I verified the "LTB” as meaning "Lakes Transit Bus Line"., 1 then found 
the original owner had moved away from the North Sf, Paui district and 
was living on a small Minnesota farm, V'/hen I called on him at his farm 
home he thought there - might - be a few tokens let.t that had not been 
destroyed, v/h I I e searching In a corner ot his basement, he opened some 
old paint cans and ;n one of them were a few LTB tokens, When I remov- 
ed them. Imagine my surprise to find, that In addition to the iSmm Wm. 
were three larger LTB tokens, 1 i ought all we were able to find, which 
was not many. This took place In September 1947, At that time the own- 
er stated there was a possibility others might be found on his premis- 
es. I held up the story so that a more comp 1 et e per spect 1 ve on the to- 
kens could be given. During the winter and spring cleaning no more to- 
kens were found and It can safely be said thatcutslde ot a "lost" to- 
ken, or two, all the rest were destroyed. 

At the City Limits & Rice Street In Sv . Paul Is the old Rice Street 
bridge, which, tor many years, has been restricted to vehicles not ex- 
ceeding three tons gross. The St, Paul (south) endotthls old bridge 
Is the terminus ot the Rice Street streetcar line, !n the early mo n t h s 
of 1939 there was no public t r a n s po r t a t I on north ot this bridge and to 
the lakes. In the summer ot that year the "Lakes Transit Bus Line" was 
organized and securing the contract tor School District No, 31, ot 
Ramsey County, operations started with opening of the school term. 

In a document In my possession, the original owner gives this data: 
The southern terminus was the north end ot the Rice Street bridge, ov- 
er Highway 49 to Turtle Lake, around Turtle Lake, then back to Lake O- 
wasso, which was also ciriced, returning over Highway 49 to Its start- 
ing po I nt . 

The iSmm \’«m token was valid between the bridge & County Road B. 
The brass 24mm \2'h4 tokens were fares between the Lake Owasso District 
and the bridge. The white metal 24mm 16 9./ 3/6 tokens were valid as fare 
between Turtle Lake and the bridge. The school tokens were the Wm 24mm 
tokens with the reverse blanked and coun t e r s t amped with numbers from 1 
to about 40, Each school child was Issued one of these tags which was 
shown to the driver on boarding the bus, the tag was kept by the child 
to be surrendered at the end of the school term. Only 2 or 3 of these 
were lost and later one ot them was found and returned to the company. 
This Is the only one ot the school tags known to exist. All the other 
school tokens were assembled and believed to have been destroyed. 

In August of 1940, the bus company failed to secure the school dis- 
trict contract tor the school year 1940-4!, on a profitable basis, and 
a petition was entered tor discontinuing the line. This was granted on 
August 19, 1940 by the State ot Minnesota Railroad & \7arehouse Commis- 
sion. The toilowlng day all operations ot the "Lakes Transit Bus Line" 
came to an end.

Each collector, on receiving an envel- 
ope, would place his name thereon, verify the count, select and remove 
fne tokens wanted. Indicate the number taken and recount the number of 
Tokens remaining. A time limit will be adopted for ex-amlnatlon of each 
envelope, and at the end of each period, each will return the enveepe 
fo the oHIcIal In charge and will be handed another envelope for t ' m- 
’ I at selection. When all present have examined and selected fhe tofe^s 
wanted from each envelope, all will pay Into the fund the value ot a!; 
tokens taken by him. This Is the proposed plan tor the 10/5 values. 

A similar method could be adopted for tokens of higher va'uc, wlNch 
would follow Immediately after the 10/5 ones have been disposed of. In 
considering tokens of higher values. It Is thought advisable to submit 
tnem In smaller envelopes and segregated according to value. To facil- 
itate the selecting and prevent loss of time, thes« envelopes could be 
placed In a larger one giving a resume of the entire contents.

Considerable help has been received regarding this perplexing prob- 
lem and one Vecturallst has discussed It with a meta ITurg I st , The met- 
allurgist explains that brass and bronze, both being alloys, arc some- 
what dlttlcult to distinguish trom the appearance ot the surface alone 
after the finish has become oxidized. Many formulae are used and some 
brasses darken quickly after exposure to air, while others retain the 
original hue regardless.
